SAN SEBASTIAN. Spain, Sept. 
11.—Spanish rebels continued their 
artillery attack today against the 
Government forces holding this 
north coast resort city. The rebels 
have consolidatea their positions at 
three points around San Sebastian. 

Hostilities were resumed last 
night after a 48-hour truce, during 
which megotiations for surrender of 
the city were conducted. Refusal 
of the loyalists to surrender uncon- 
ditionally appaicntly caused the 
collapse of the negotiations. The 
loyalists have demanded amnesty 
as a condition of surrender.

Middie Car Jumps Track. 

The train, of 65 cars, was travel- 
ing north, bound from Parsons, 
Kan., to St..-Louis, when the thirty- 
second car from the front was de- 
railed, throwing 17 cars behind it 
off the track. Several of the cars 
turned over and the others stayed 
on the right-of-way, some of them 
piled up sideways across the tracks. 
Thirteen were gasoline tank cars, 
three contained flour, one scrap 
iron and one carbon black. 

Apparently some of the gasoline 
spilled from overturned cars. Fire 
broke out immediately. All the de- 
railed cars caught fire, and huge 
billows of smoke rolled up from 
the flames. There was no explo- 
sion. 

The train crew, none of whom 
was injured, detached the first 31 
cars and pulled them out of danger 
with the locomotive. Several hun- 
dred persons gathered at the scene 
in a short time and aided the crew 
in detaching the 16 rear cars and 
rolling them back by hand. 

The car back of the last derailed 
car was loaded with dynamite, and 
the car. immediately behind that, 
with naphtha, so the crew and their 
helpers worked feverishly to move 
them out of reach of the flames and 
succeeded in preventing an explo- 
sion. Pinch bars, wedge-like de- 
vices, were snoved under the wheels 
of the dynamite car to set the en- 
tire 16 cars rolling. The cars were 
then shoved back a half mile by 
men pushing on poles thrust back 
of the car tracks. 


“Walked Away” From Hospital. 

Bragg was found unconscious on 
the sandbar by Dr. William Schmidt 
of August, Mo., and Walter Engali¢e 
of Klondike. He died on the way 
to St. Joseph’s Hospital, St. Charles, 
after recovering consciousness for 
a time and giving his name, Dr. 
Schmidt said. He was burned on 
the face and head and had internal 
injuries and a broken lég.

The Aeolus is scheduled to fly 


from Bermuda to Port Washington 
tomorrow. 

The base ship started for New 
York immediately after launching 
the Aeolus and is expected to ar- 
rive Sept. 16. 

The Zephir’s accomplishment and 
the Aeolus’ project are new in avi- 
ation history. Never before had the 
route between Azores and the Unit- 
ed States been flown. 

The scientific information which 
ithe Zephir crew obtained, concern- 
ing flying winds and radio opera- 
tion, will be added to the informa- 
tion being gathered by Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways of the United States, 
Imperial Airways of Great Britain, 
and Air France, the French air 
company. 

The groundwork gradually has| 
been laid to begin trans-Atlantic 
flying, as a regular, commercial 
service.

Official Record Missing. 

Another development of the day 
was discovery that an official rec- 
ord relating to the riverfront bond 
issue election has been lost or mis- 
laid in the office of the Board of 
Election Commissioners. This rec- 
ord would show, among other 
things, the time at which the ballot 
boxes were returned from each pre- 
cinct to the office of the Election 
Commissioners and their condition 
at that time. 


26th Ward Evidence. 

The two Twenty-sixth Ward pre- 
cincts in which evidence of fraud 
is presented today are the twenty- 
third and the eighth. In the twenty- 
third precinct, where the recorded 
vote was 128 “yes” and 30 “no,” a 
Post-Dispatch reporter obtained 
affidavits of 25 voters that their 
ballots were marked “no” and nine 
others, who preferred not to sign

Another batch of forged signa- 
tures on the registration books has 
been found by the Post-Dispatch in 
its continuing inquiry into regis- 
tration and election frauds. These 
forged signatures, 34 of them, pur- 
port to be the signatures of voters 
in the Bighth Precinct of the 
Fourth. Ward. 

All the forgeries except one ap- 
pear as registrations entered under 
date of last June 18. A qualified 
handwriting expert, Ralph C. Beck- 
er, reported today that all 34 sig- 
natures were the work of two pen- 
men. 

As the Post-Dispatch told vester- 
day, Becker found 117 forged sig- 
natures on the registration books 


for the Seventh Precinct of the 
Fifth Ward, where State Senator 
Mike Kinney is the Democratic 
bose 


In Jimmy Miller's Ward. 


The forgeries reported today are 
in the domain of Kinhey’s rival, 
Justice of the Peace Jimmy Miller, 
hose of the Fourth Ward. Heavy 
padding of registration occurred in 
both wards before the Aug. 4 pri- 
mary election at which Kinney, 
against whom Miller put forth a 
candidate, was renominated for the 
Senate seat he has held for 24 
years, 

Becker, who has testified in the 
courts for more than 10 years as an 
expert on handwriting, and who is 
retained by the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Postoffice Inspectors 
here, did not hesitate to classify the 
34 signatures as forgeries because 
in each instance the signature was 
in the same handwriting as other 
entries on the same line in the reg- 
istration book. The voter, of course, 
does not make these entries in any 
case—he writes nothing in the book 
except his signature. 

Forgery of a voter's signature is 
a felony, punishable by a prison 
term of two to five vears. 


Variations in Spelling. 


“Furthermore,” Becker said in his 
report to the Post-Dispatch, “it is 
apparent that the signatures in the 
origimal registration book are in 
one hand, and what purport to be 
the signatures of the same voter 
in the duplicate book are in another 
hand. 

“As was the case in the Fifth 
Ward, I found here that there were 
variations, not only in Writing, but 


those in the origina] book were 
compared with those in the dupli- 
cate book.”

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complete records from the office of 


the Election Board. In many in- 
Stances there were brought before 
us incorrect records, which of he- 
cessity had to be returned and the 
correct ones found, if possible. We 
were astounded at the apparently 
careless and negligent nanner in 
which officiai records called for by 
the statutes of the State to be 
made and kept in the conduct of 
the Election Commissioners’ office 
were either kept or preserved. 
Many Records Missing. 

“We found tc our dismay that 
many such records were missing, 
many incomplete and many incor- 
rect, and mich necessary informa- 
tion not available; with the result 
that records that should have been 
of benefit to us in our inquiry were 
in Many instances missing. For ex- 
ample, in Only 326 out of the 669 
precincts were found the noti¢es 
required by law, under penalty, to 
be given at the close of registration 
by the election ju. +s to the clerks 
to canvass their precincts, and to 
be filed in the Election Board's of- 
fice. 

“Our conclusion is that these con- 
ditions could not have arisen or 
continued had proper supervision 
been given by the board to its em- 
ployes in the discharge of their 
duties.” 

The grahd jury stated that Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller “worked tire- 
lessiy and diligently with us,” as 
well as Assistant Circuit Attorney 
James E. McLaughlin. Miller’s va- 
cation in Michigan, beginning Aug. 
10, the report stated, was taken 
with the grand jury’s full approval, 
and the grand jury, with McLaugh- 
lin’s assistance, carried on the 
work without any delay due to Mil- 
ler’s absence.

The report, which covereda a num- 
ber of subjeets besides the elec- 
tion fraud matter, contained the 
statement that it was prepared and 
dictated in its entirety by the 
foreman, John J. Griffin, with the 
approval of the members, and that 
no part of it was prepared or sug- 
gested by the Circuit Attorney or 
any of his staff. 

“We take this occasion to com- 
mend publicly the Circuit Attorney 
and his staff in the conduct of their 
office,” the report concluded.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11— 
A total assessment of $451,069,734 
for 1936 taxes, on that part of the 
property of public utility compa- 
nies which is directly assessed by 
the State. was recommended today 
by the State Tax Commission in a 
report to the State Board of Equal- 
ization. 

This is a proposed net reduction, 
'| for the seven classes of utility prop- 
erty involved, of $10,337,102. Re- 
ductions were granted to the steam 
‘railroads, street railways, pipe lines 
‘and electric companies. Slight in- 

creases were ordered for bridge, 
telephone and telegraph companies. 

The figures do not represent the 
‘total assessment on the property 
of the utilities, but cover the bulk 
of it. Certain property such as real 
estate, material and supplies, and 
certain buildings are assessed lo- 
cally and are included in the gen- 
eral State total for real estate and 
personal property assessments. 

The final assessments of the util- 
ities will be fixed by the State 
‘Board of Equalization, made up of 

five elective State officers. Hear- 
ings on the utilities assessments will 
s be held by the board between Sept. 
14 and Sept. 19.

Virginia Supreme 
Appeals Grants Plea of 
Edith Maxwell.

STAUNTON, Va., Sept. 11-—The 
Virginia Supreme Court of Appeals 


granted a new trial today to Edith 
Maxwell, on a conviction and 25- 
year sentence for the murder of her 
father in Wise County in 1935. The 
court, however, refused to grant 
bail. The young woman has been 
in jail since July 21, 1935. 

Justice Eggieston read the opin- 
ion from which Chief Justice Camp- 
bell and Justice Holt dissented. The 
opinion held there hac been insuffi- 
cient evidence in the case. 

Miss Max-vell, 21-year-old school 
teacher, was convicted in November, 
1935, of the murder of her father, 
Trigg Maxwell, in their cabin home 
at Pound, on July 21, 1935. She 
contended that she struck her fa- 
ther with a high-heeled slipper as 
he attempted to whip her in a fam- 
ily quarrel. She, her mother and a 
younger sister testified the father 
was drunk. 

The Commonwea™%h argued that 
the killing was deliberate and the 
outgrowth of long-standing enmity 
between father and daughter. 

The opinion said: 

“We think 
closed in the record is insufficient 
to sustain a verdict of murder in 
the first degree. On it the jury 
had the right to find the accused 
guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree but nothing more. 

“It follows that the trial court 
erred in not setting aside the ver- 
dict and granting the accused a new 
trial.” 

The dissenting opinions held that 
the evidence justified the 
vOrdict and said: “This was no 
backwoods inquisition. At the trial, | 
an able, impartial and experienced 
Judge presided. The accused was 
represented by counsel, eminently | 
competent, who interposed on her 
behalf every defense which could 
with propriety have been offered.

Whether to Indorse Presiden- | 
tial Candidate Debated 
at Chicago.

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Progressives 
of Wisconsin, Farmer-Laborites of 
Minnesota and self-styled Liberals 
from several other states met here 
today to plan for the presidential 
campaign. 

Whether they would indorse a 
presidential candidate was left open 
for debate by the sponsors of the 


meeting, one of whom is Senator 
Robert La Follette Jr. of Wiscon- 
sin. 

Two Democratic members of Con- 
gress from the South were among 
the conferes: Senator Hugo L. 
Black of Alabama, who was chair- 
man of the Senate committee's in- 
vestigating air mail contracts and 
lobbying activities, and Representa- 
tive Maury Maverick of Texas. 

Black said he did not see “how 
the conference could do anything 
else” but support President. Roose- 
velt. 

Minnesota Farmer-Laborite . par 
ticipants were Senator Elmer Ben- 
son and Gov. Hjalmar Petersen. 

Senator George W. Norris, Ne- 
braska, independent Republican, 
one of those who signed the invi- 
tation sent to 140 men all over the 
country, was on vacation in Wis- 
consin, and his secretary said he 
would not attend. The secretary 
added that the Senator would soon 
begin an active campaign for 
Roosevelt. 

John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America 
and leader of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, joined the 
conference. 

Representative Harry Sauthoff, a 
Wisconsin Progressive, predicted 
the conferees would give “unqual- 
ified indorsement” of the President. 

Mayor LaGuardia of New York, 
entering the meeting, expressed 
the opinion the only result possible 
was indorsement of Roosevelt. 

Smith W. Brookhart, former Re- 
publican Senator from lowa, was 
present. 

A “firm stand in favor” of the 
re-election of President Roosevelt 
was urged on the conference by 
Senator George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska, veteran independent Re- 
publican. In a telegram sent from 
his summer home at Waupaca, Wis., 


Norris said continuance in office 
of the President was “not only of | 
national importance, but it has an) 
important bearing upon the civiliza- | 
tion of the world.” Norris said “we 
should not think of changing lead- 
ers while we are crossing the 
stream of an unprecedented de- 
pression, coupled with the cruel 
hardships of nature.”

U. 9. JUDGE HOLDS 
GRAIN TRADING 
LAW 1S. VALID 


Denies Kansas City Board 
Petition to Enjoin En- 
forcement of Amended 
Measure. 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 11. — 
The Federal Commodity Exchange 


Act, as amended by Congress, was 
upheld today by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves in de- 
nying an application by the Kansas 
City Board of Trade for a tempo- 
rary injunction against its enforce- 
ment. The act becomes effective 
Monday. 

In challenging constitutionality of 
the act, the Board of Trade alleged 
Congress had usurped individual 
and states’ rights by compelling 
grain dealers to register. The ex- 
change argued business in grain fu- 
tures was “purely intrastate,” and 
that Congress had exceeded its au- 
thority under the interstate com- 
merce clause. 

The case today was the second 
ruled on. United States District 
Judge John P. Barnes of Illinois 
previously declined to issue a tem- 
porary injunction requested by 
members of the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange. 


Declares Law Constitutional. 

“Without going into further de- 
tails,” Judge Reeves said in a writ- 
ten memorandum opinion, “it must 
be ruled that the act challenged by 
the plaintiffs is constitutional, and 
that the plaintiffs are not entitled 
to any order predicated upon the 
invalidity of the act.” 

“The only other’ question,” the 
ruling continued, “is whether the 
regulations prescribed or provid- 
ed for by the Congress are so oner- 
ous as to fall under the condemna- 
tion of the due process provision of 
the Fifth Amendment. 

“Assuming, as we must, that the 
Congress exercised a power within 
its constitutional sphere, is it using 
such power arbitrarily? It is the 
law that when the Congress prop- 
erly enters the field of its author- 
ized activity it may not only adopt 
means necessary, but, in like man- 
ner, Means convenient to the ex- 
ercise of its power.” 

Petitioner to Appeal. 

In conclusion, Judge Reeves said: 

“If, and when, regulatory meas- 
ures are applied which may seem 
too onerous to be lawful, provision 
is made for the protection of the 
members of the Board of Trade. 
Moreover, it will then be time to 
complain, and not in advance of the 
promulgation of such regulation.” 

Attorneys for the Board of Trade 
said the case will be appealed. 


Chicago Judge Dismisses Suit to 
Enjoin Enforcement of Act. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 11.—Federal Dis- 
trict Judge James H. Wilkerson 
dismissed an injunction suit today 
in which seven members of the 
Chicago Board of Trade sought to 
restrain Federal officials from en- 
ae the Commodity Exchange 

ct. 

Judge Wilkerson did not rule on 
the constitutionality of the act, but 
told counsel for the plaintiffs they 
had not made a case. The bill had 
charged that the new act was un- 
constitutional because it attempted 
to impose Federal jurisdiction in 
purely intrastate activities of the 
Board of Trade members. 

Federal District Judge John P. 
Barnes recently ruled in a similar 
suit that the new act was merely 
an extension of the Grain Futures 
Act, held constitutional by the Su- 
preme Court.

The order would prohibit circula- 
tion of “false, disparaging state- 
ments,” offering Tribune subscrib- 
ers subscriptions to the Journal 
without cost and“quoting or charg- 
ing advertising rates which are be- 
low the cost to the publisher of 
the advertisements as set up and 
published.” : 

The commission gave the Journal 
Co. 30 days in which to comply with 
the order. 

The commission fonud that the 
_Journal company had charged ad- 
| vertising rates “so that it has not 
onty failed to make any profit from 
the publication of its newspaper,” 
but also had, from its first issue, 
published at a loss of about $94,500, 
This condition, the commission held, 
caused the Tribune to “publish its 
newspaper and to publish advertise- 
ments therein at a substantial, con- 
tinually increasing loss.” 

The order said that the Journal’s 
losses had not been taken frdm the 
newspaper's capital or other re- 
sources, but had been met by 
“money advanced, ostensibly in the 
form of loans, by three persons not 
stockholders or otherwise financial- 
ly interested” in the Journal com- 
pany. 

Before the Journal was estab- 
lished, the commission found, “rela- 
tions between the editor of the 
Tribune” and two of these men be- 
came “antagonistic.”

Rates for domestic con- 
sumption have been notoriously high. The 
householder, who cannot economically gen- 
erate his Own energy, has had to pay what 
was asked or do without electricity. 

The farmer was expected to advance to 
the power company most or all of the costs 
of construction. Since utility company ideas 
as to what constituted sound rural lines have 
been rather fancy, such costs were prohib- 
itive for most farmers. A convention of the 
old National Electrie Light Association 
agreed that rural service was practicable 
only where lines were being extended from 
one well-settled community to another and 
farms could be picked up incidentally en 
route. In effect, this meant that scores of 
counties classed by our census as 100 per 
cent rural could never hope to enjoy the ad- 
vantages of electricity. 

Here we have one of the factors responsi- 
ble for the uneven progress of industry and 
agriculture. Compared with the factory, the 
farm has suffered from antiquated machin- 
ery and outmoded techniques. A limited and 
inferior standard of living has been the 
farmer’s reward for years of back-breaking 
toil. The promise of continued drudgery and 
the absence of modern comforts have helped 
drive from the farm to the city those who 
were most free to travel, but who were at 
the same time most needed in rural com- 
munities—the young people. 

+ > 


An opening came through the Emergency 
Relief Act of 1935. With the problem of un- 
employment acute and the position of agri- 
culture and industry impaired, rura] elec- 
trification offered projects which would at 
once provide jobs, stimulate manufacturing 
and aid the farmer. Congress earmarked 
a substantial sum for this work, and the 
President, by an executive order dated Vay 
li, 1935, created the Rural Electrification 
Administration. A year later, the Congress 
passed the Norris-Rayburn Act, the purpose 
of which is to insure a 10-year integrated 
program for electrifying American farms. 
It authorizes appropriations of $410,000.000. 

Essentially, the REA is a financing agen- 
cy. A large part of its work consists in al- 
locating funds for the construction of rural 
lines. These funds are not grants, but loans, 
made to private companies, to publie agen- 
cies or to co-operatives, to be repaid within 
25 years, with interest at the prevailing rate 
for Government obligations. 

Over 100 rural electrification projects have 
been approved, embracing 13,200 miles of 
rural distribution lines to serve 53,000 cus 
tomers in 32 states. Some of these lines are 
already energized and many others are under 
construction. A campaign for improving 
farm life through greater utilization of elec- 
tricity has been undertaken. New groups 
desiring to set up co-operatives have been 


a 
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estimated that 20,282 miles of new rural 
lines were built during 1935, and the current 
year would add more than 35,000 miles. 

The experience of the first year of REA 
has been especially valuable in demonstrat- 
ing the desirability of a long-term, care- 
fully plahned program. Under the line ex- 
tension policies generally in practice until 
recently, the more pfosperous farms in a 
given area ultimately received electric ser- 
vice, while the less prosperous farms by that 
very fact became more isolated, less able to 
bear the expense of the extension. Obviously, 
a system planned in advance to cover a 
given area thoroughly would have been far 
more satisfactory to the consumers and in 
the long run to the companies, 

+ . > 

Under its 10-year program, REA hopes to 
bring electricity to another million Ameri- 
can farms. Its emphasis will be on loans for 
distribution lines, in order to continue eco 
operating as far as possible with existing 
producers of electric energy. 


Insistence on progressive construction 


standards, coincident with efforts of some - 


utilities, has led the industry to admit that 
sturdy and efficient rural lines can be built 
under widely varying conditions for $950 a 
mile. The accepted figure until recently 
ranged from $1600 to $2400 and upward. 
Electrifying an entire area and the appli- 
cation of competitive bidding and large-scale 
buying methods to REA projects have fur 
thered construction economy. 

But the rural line, once built, cannot vital- 
ly affect farm life unless the farmer is able 
to make use of the energy it brings. In the 
past, many farmers who felt that they might 
scratch together enough cash for an exten- 
sion hesitated to do so because they could 
not also meet outright the expenses of wir 
ing their homes and barns and purchasing 
equipment. The Tennessee Valley Authority 
and some of the private companies of the 
Southeast have shown that the way to suc 
cessful operation is through low rates indue- 
ing high consumption. 

But high consumption demands appliances 
—appliances whose cost is not a drain on 
but a supplement to farm income and farm 
comfort. A new feature of the REA plan 
is provision for financing house wiring and 
the purchase and installation of electrical 
appliances, and modern plumbing equipment. 

This part of the REA program widens 
the social and economie significance of the 
rural lines. By opening up a new and ex- 
tensive market for electrical and plumbing 
manufacturers and trades, through inter- 
esting the farmer’s purchasing power, REA 
gives labor and industry a large share in 
its program. Electrica] and plumbing sup- 
ply agencies will be eager to discover what 
equipment the farmer really needs, The 
farmers will reap the benefits of group wir- 
ing and plumbing installation.

Now, I realize that coalition gov- 
ernments have many disadvantages. 
Confronted by the kind of panic 
and demoralization which prevailed 
in 1932-33, quick decisions made by 
s leader who commands a discip- 
ined majority are necessary. 

But experience shows also, I 
ink, that there are other situa- 
tions where coalition is the strong- 
est and safest form of government, 
After a period of large but hasty 
reforms, a coalition is the surest 
way to consolidate the achieve- 
ments and liquidate the errors. 
“The first two American adminis- 
trations were coalition governments 
in which Washington kept Hamil- 
ton and Jefferson in the same Cab- 
inet. That had a lot to do with 
making the untried government na- 
tional and stable. A coalition is 
also the most effective form of gov- 
ernment for retrenchment after 
great expenditures. 

Retrenchment means refusing the 
demands of powerful groups; a na- 
tional and bi-partisan administra- 
tion ig best able to refuse. Thus 
it was in 1933, when Mr. Roosevelt 
had national support, that he was 
able to put the Economy Act into 
effect. It was a national govern- 
ment in England which balanced 
the budget in 1931. It was national 
government in France under Poin- 
care which balanced the French 
budget after 1926. 

A coalition government is the 
necessary form of government when 
a democratic nation is struggling 
to be neutral or is engaged in war. 
It is the only way of making all 
parties share the responsibility, of 
allowing all to contribute’ their 
strength, of uniting on _ policies 
which unite the people.

In the situation which confronts 


ing to crystallize at a scale of ex- 
penditures which is colossal, and 
there is no convincing evidence 
that economic recovery will in any 
substantial sense automatically re- 
duce those expenditures. They are 
becoming the focal points of power- 
ful vested interests. 

Yet we do not dare, I believe, to 
let such expenditures become nor- 
mal expenditures; if we do, we shall 
impair the nation’s reserves if it 
has to meet another emergency. It 
will take the combined effort of 
both parties to reduce those expen- 
ditures. It is not probable that any 
one party composed of ordinary 
politicians would brave the repris- 
als of these vested interests. 

And then we are faced with the 
threat, I do not say the certainty, of 
war in Europe and Asia. It will 
take all the wisdom, all the _ re- 
sourcefulness and all the practical 
experience we can muster to keep 
unentangled, to discern and then to 
protect our real interests, to dis- 
courage and quell the passionate 
animosities which a foreign war 
tends to provoke. 

. 
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We shall need in the years ahead 
a government which will act in the 
spirit of national union. Because 
he can have no undisputed partisan 
majority, Gov. Landon must con- 
duct such a government, and from 
what I know of his principles and 
his temperament, his history and 
his associations, he seems to me 
well fitted to conduct a government 
of national union. 

He has never been a rabid par- 
tisan. He followed Theodore Roose- 
velt in his insurgency and he sup- 
ported Franklin Roosevelt in 1933. 
He has twice been elected Governor 
of Kansas in a period of great dis- 
content among the farmers. No 
Old Guard Republican ¢ould have 
done that. This Governor of a typ- 
ical prairie state was educated and 
disciplined in the homeland of typi- 
cal American progressivism, in the 
heart of the region where progres- 
sivism is not a personal idiosyn- 
crasy but the dominant social tra- 
dition. 

That the Eastern conservatives 
are today willing to trust a man 
of this sort is evidence, I believe, 
that the great mass of the Ameri- 
can people is moderate, is willing 
to give and take, and that we are 
not doomed to follow the continent 
of Europe into a struggle among ir- 
reconcilable parties. This means a 
lot. 

For those who realize that the 
United States must have peace at 
home if it is to remain securely 
at peace with the world, the most 
attractive candidate must be the 
man who is most likely to unite 
sections, and factions, and diverg- 
ent interests. This is no time for 
crusades by progressives against 
conservatives. This is a time for 
the common defense of an ordered 
civilization. In that defense all the 
differences which ordinarily divide 
the parties must be submerged. 

For there are much bigger things 
at stake than anything involved in 
the conflicts between farmers, work- 
ingmen, employers and financiers,

HARDING-UNDERWOOD 
EPISODE DISCLOSED 


G. O. P. President Offered. Su- 
preme Court Post, But Ala- 
bama Democrat Refused It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—A seat 
on the Supreme Court of the United 
States was declined by the late 
Oscar W. Underwood, Democrat, of 
Alabama, during the administration 
of the late President Warren G. 
Harding, Republican, it was author- 
itatively disclosed today with the 
publication of the nineteenth vol- 
ume of the Dictionary of American 
Biography. 

Writing the article on Underwood, 
who was a Representative in Con- 
gress from 1897 to 1915 and a Sen- 
ator from 1915 -until 1927, Virginius 
Dabney, editorial writer for the 
Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch, 
says Underwood rejected Harding's 
offer of the Supreme Court post be- 
cause “such a position was not con- 
genial to his temperament.” Dabney 
cites private information from Un- 
derwood’s family as authority. 

Served Together in Senate. 

Harding died in 1923 and Under- 
wood in 1929. They served together 
in the Senate from 1915 until Hard- 
ing was chosen for the presidency 
in 1920. Harding filled four va- 
cancies in the Supreme Court. He

The use of radio waves in medi- 
cine and surgery is being developed 
steadily, and offers possibilities of 
treatment which do not appear to 
be obtainable with any other me- 
dium. If an object is placed in a 
region penetrated by radio-waves, 
electric currents will be induced in 
it. The strength and distribution 
of the currents depends on the fre- 
quency of the radio waves, and on 
the electrical characteristics of the 
object. It should be understood that 
the size of the current does not 
depend directly on the composition 
of the object. For instance, if two 
objects of the same shape and elec- 
trical properties, but of entirely dif- 
ferent chemical composition, are

. How the Idea Started. 

It has been known theoretically 


that high-frequency electrical oscil- 
lations, or short-waves, will be more 
effective than low-frequency, or 
long waves, in producing these cur- 
rents in exposed objects. It was 
also known that if the object was 
a good electrical conductor, such as 
a metal, the currents would tend 
to be confined to the skin or sur- 
face.

Al- 
though it is a principle of physics 
that energy can not be destroyed, 
it has been revealed by experience 
that man can destroy those particu- 
lar forms of energy in which energy 
is usable by him. In such an evalu- 
ation the physical and mental ener- 
gies of human beings must be in- 
cluded with coal, petroleum, g4s, 
electricity and other forms. 


Measuring Social Values. 


“To make such an evaluation, a 
higher form of accounting than any 
yet developed by commerce and in- 
dustry appears to be essential. It 
must be a form of accounting that 
-takes social values, now left to 
mere assumption, into its calcula- 
tions and measures them. If a na- 
tion were to establish in its social 
balance sheet a capital account for

Need of Cheaper Electricity. 

“Years ago Steinmetz observed 
that electricity is expensive because 
it is not widely used, and it is not 
widely used because it is expensive 
Notwithstanding reductions in rates 
and increase of consumption since 
his day—-which, by the way, have 
demonstrated the truth of his 
words—that observation still holds 
true. There is a vicious circle 
which must be broken, and wise 
public policy will help to break it, 

“T still hold to the belief of two 
years ago, when I spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“We are going to see, I believe, 
with out own eyes, electricity and 
power made sq cheap that they will 
become a standard article of use, 
not only for agriculture and manu- 
facturing, but also for every home 
within reach of an electric light 
line. 

“The experience of those sections 
of the world that have cheap pow- 
er proves very conclusively that the 
cheaper the power the more of it is 
used.’ 

Ways to Break ‘Vicious Circle.’ 

“These words were spoken at 
Grand Coulee. The Government of 
the United States has promoted the 
construction of several great reser- 
voirs, which you will inspect on 
your grand tour,:primarily for nav- 
igation or reclamation, but with in- 
cidental values for flood control 
afid the regulation of stream flow 
Among other incidental values is 
the generation of electric power. 
This may prove to be the force that 
breaks the vicious circle to which 
I have referred. If these are not 
sufficient, the influence of addi- 
tional meritorious projects await- 
ing development can be- added. 
“Two great dams of the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority have been 
completed and are making their 
contribution to the public weal. 
Grand Coulee is far enough along 
to enlist your interest, as also is 
Bonneville. At 
the mighty Colorado the gates were 
closed months ago; a great lake has 
come into being behind the dam; 
generating equipment has been in- 
stalled in the power plant; and at 
this moment the powerful turbines 
are awaiting the relatively tiny im-

The Journal Co..protested orig- 
inally the commission had no juris- 
diction in the controversy because 
th practices did not constitute in- 
terstate commerce as defined by 
the act creating the commission. 
The commission held, however, 
about 10 per cent of the Journal's 
circulation and about 6 per cent of 
the Tribune's was sold outside Ok- 
lahoma, The commission also said 
that both papers used “national” 
advertising and had received cuts, 
electrotypes, stereotypes, mats and 
textual copy from outside the state.

HUNTING FOR TADPOLES THAT 
SHRINK AS THEY GET OLDER 


Dr. Ditmars of New York Zoo 
Sails for the Nariva Swamps 
in Trinidad. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 11—Dr. Ray- 
mond L. Ditmars, snake _ expert, 
sailed yesterday for South America 
to look for tadpoles that - grow 
smaller as they grow older. The 
tadpoles he is after are so rare, 


Dr. Ditmars said, they have never 
been shown in captivity nor have 
photographs of them been  pre- 
served. 


The New York Zoological Society 
reptile wrangler said he would look 
for the tadpoles in the Nariva 
swamps in Trinidad. 

‘A naturalist exploring in Trini- 
dad many years ago first recorded 
the existence of the tadpole,” Dr. 
Ditmars related, “and he naturally 
thought that since it was so large 
it must be the beginnings of a 
giant frog. But later naturalists 
were surprised to find that when it 
had grown hind legs and forelegs 
and tucked in its tail it had become 
smaller than it was before.”

$1,176,632 available for the year. 

Funds available for the academic 
year of 1936-37 will be approximate- 
ly the same as last year with the 
exception that added allotments will 
be made for the drouth areas, State 
NYA Director William J. Campbell 
said in making the announcement.

that a family that tries to subsist 
on a total wage income of $400 a 
year is just as much a drag on the 
prosperity of America as the farm 
family that seeks to subsist on a 
yearly cash income of a hundred 
dollars.

“In the summer of 1934, the head 
of one of the great mail order 
houses said to me, ‘Do you remem- 
ber me telling you, in 1933, that the 
purchasing power of the Seuth has 
dropped to almost zero? Look at 
this report of our sales in all the 
Southern states. All of our sales 
have increased, but tkose in the 
South have come back faster than 
any, and the reason is that the 
South at last has secured purchas- 
ing power. 

Taxes, Depression, Recovery. 


“Finally you and I have come in 
this fourth year of definite upturn 
to appreciate another significant 
and inevitable result: We live un- 
der three kinds of Government— 
and to all three we, as citizens, pay 
taxes. Our local estates taxes, main- 
ly on real estate, go to the sup- 
port of local and state functions 
of Government such as schools, city 
and county administrations, water 
supply, sewer systems, street light- 
ing, peace officers and state insti- 
tutions. Our Federal taxes, none of 
which are on real estate, come in 
the form of tobacco and similar ex- 
cises, and income, inheritance and 
corporation taxes, and are spent in 
the running of the Federal Gov- 
ernment for national defense, pen- 
sions, forests, parks, highways, pub- 
lic works and relief for the un- 
employed. 

“Four years ago all of us in every 
part of the United States found 
‘that, without any change in the 
local or state tax schedules, the 
tax receipts had fallen off to an 
alarming degree. The result was 
that counties and municipalities and 
states were failing to balance their 
budgets or else were unable to car- 
ry out the ordinary and orderly 
functions and obligations of state 
and local government. Schools 
were being closed or curtailed: 
teachers were unpaid; roads lacked 
repairs; the borrowing of money 
for permanent improvements had 
| become impossible. With the Fed- 
eral Government, despite additional 
new forms of taxes, receipts of reve- 
nue in 1932 had been cut in half. 


“The value of those tangible pri- 
'Vate assets on which taxes were 
levied had fallen so low that, even 
|if the income had been there to 
| pay taxes with, the sums received 
'would have put all forms of Gov- 
' ernment increasingly in the red. 
| And even when some remnant of 
‘value remained on which to levy 
a tax, the taxpayer did not have the 
wherewithal to make the payment 
and was beginning to lose the very 
property which was taxed, 
On Turning the Corner. 


“That is why I gv back to the 
'original thesis that any commons. 
| sense logical governmental! policy 
‘had to begin with the building up 
of farm and other property Vaile 
ues, and crop values, and the in- 
crease of workers’ wages if that 
'now historic corner was ever to 
be turned. 

“History records that only a few 
years ago farmers were not making 
both ends meet; workers in fac- 
tories were not making both ends 
meet; the small business man was 
jnot making both ends meet and 
the corporation was. not making 
| both ends meet. As a logical result, 
local governments were not making 
| both ends meet and neither were 
state governments and neither was 
the National Government 
| “Incidentally, as another result, 
ithe individual who had to borrow, 
|the corporation which had to bor- 
|row and the Government which had 
|to borrow—all were compelled to 
_pay unconscionable and ruinous iIn- 
terest charges 

“History will also record that by 
the year 1936 a very much larger 
/number of individuals are back in 
the black So are most of our 
small business men, so are most of 
our corporations and so are aimost 
all of our municipal and county and 
| state governments 

“History will aiso record that 
individuals and corporations and 
Governments are paying today Aa 
far more reasonable rate of interest 
than at any previous time in the 
history of the American Republic,

“In the process of attaining these 
successful ends, individual! liberties 
have not been removed, and itnher- 
‘ent rights of the sovereign states

“It was obvious, of course, be- 
cause of the economic unity of the 
entire country, that no group of 
individuals and no individual states 
could, by themselves, take the ac- 
tion necessary tw restore the pur- 
chasing power of the nation. Only 
the Federal Government could ac-

“I speak to you today as common- 
isense American men and women, 
You will agree that, from the mate- 
rial aspect, this nation’s consuming 
power has been rapidly restored. I 
trust that you will likewise agree

Finally, on the 
last day of the week the big prize 
was won by the French pilot Ma- 
neyrol in a Peyret tandem mono- 
plane. He went up on a trial flight, 
his first of the week, at 2:30 p. m., 
without lunch, without coat, hat or 
gloves, and he stayed up for three 
hours 31 minutes, which was then 
a world’s record. It was after dark 
when the famished and almost 
frozen pilot landed, and all the cars 
turned their headlights ‘on a level 
patch of ground to illuminate it for 
his landing. 
How a Glider Rises. 

In those days no one thought of 

anything but duration of flight. | 


toilsome business to drag a glider 
up to the top again. The only way 
of staying aloft was to turn paral- 
lel with the line of the hill and fly 
to and fro in the rising current.

Progress in Germany. 

Germany is the real home of glid- 
ing. Owing to the restrictions of 
the Treaty of Versailles, the youth 
of Germany turned its attention to 
scientific gliding and found an ideal 
stretch of country in the Wasser- 
kuppe. It was the reports of feats 
in Germany that caused the Itford 
meeting to be held, and it was cer- 
tainly curious that at that meeting 
the German duration records should 
have been beaten by an untried 
French glider 

The Germans continued their ex- 
‘periments and made remarkable 
progress. Foreigners went to the 


Distance gliding across country was | 'Wasserkuppe to learn from them, 


beyond the horizon of British glid-| 
ing men. At the Itford meeting | 
only the most elementary principles 
of the art had been grasped, and 
they may be briefly set forth here. 
A glider does not rise into the air 
of itself. It is always blown up- 
ward by a rising current of air. The 
same, I believe, is true of the soar- 
ing birds. To give control to the 
pilot and to prgvent stalling, the 
glider must maintain flying speed, 
and this can only be brought about 
by diving. A glider in the air is al- 
ways diving. But its gliding angle is 
very flat and it loses height very 
slowly. When the current of air 


rises at a greater rate than the) 


glider’s rate of descent, the latter 
naturally rises with it. As regards 
the air, the glider is always sinking, 
though as regards the earth it may 
be rising.

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CITY AND STATE BEER 
LAWS IN CONFLICT 


Issue at Hearing Before Excise 
Commissioner on Label- 
ing of Bottles. 


—- 


Conflict of a city ordinance which 
provides that ail bottles contain- 
ing beer be labeled as to alcoholic 
content, with a State ruling that 
ortty beer of 3.2 per cent alcoholic 
content need be labeled, was an is- 
gue yesterday in a hearing before 
Excise Commissioner Thomas L. 
Anderson. 

Jules Field, attorney for the 
Griesedieek Bros. Brewing Co, 
which had been ordered to explain 
why it was retailing beer in bot- 
tles that bore no label as to al- 
holic content, told Anderson that 
he represented the entire brewing 
industry of St. Louis. Local brew- 
ers, he said, have not been labeling 
beer over a 3.2 per cent alcoholic 
content since last April when Ed- 
ward J. Becker, State Supervisor of 
Liquor Control, ordered Missouri 
breweries to label only 3.2 beer. 

Anderson, who took the case un- 
der advisement, said that failure 
to label alcoholic content of beer 
was “misleading to the public.” 
Field replied that local breweries 
hesitated to label their beer as to 
alcoholic content because’ they 
would be violating the State rul- 
ing. 

Effect On Trade. 


Tf local breweries observed the | 


ordinance, Field argued, those not 
in St. Louis would profit since 
they . could 
strength beer when in reality it 
was only slightly above 3.2 per cent. 


Violation of the local ordinance | 


is punishable by a maximum of a 
$500 fine and suspension of license 
to manufacture. 

In decisions in two tavern license 
cases yesterday by Circuit Judge 
John W. Joynt the ruling of Excise 
Commissioner Anderson was sus- 
tained in one case and reversed in 
the other. 

The ruling sustained was in the 
application of John W. Newhouse 
for renewal of a license for a 3.2 
beer tavern at 1702 Missouri ave- 
nue. The commissioner’ rejected 
the application on the ground of 
remonstrances from the pastor of 
the Lafayette Park Methodist 
Church, which is across the street 
from Newhouse’s place of business, 
and other objectors who said that 
customers of the tavern created a 
disturbance. This was denied by 
Newhouse, who asked the Court 
for a writ of mandamus ordgring 
Anderson to grant the application. 

License Reinstated. 

The other decision was in the 
suit of David Garfinkel, whose 
liquor license for a tavern at 107 
North Euclid avenue was revoked 
by the Excise Commissioner July 
21 because he accidentally shot Miss 
Vera Krouse, 4927 Laclede avenue, 
who happened to be passing the 
tavern as Garfinkel was firing at 
@ man customer who had caused a 
disturbance. Garfinkel pointed out 
that his license was issued July 
16, which was more than a month 
after the date of the shooting. 
However, the commissioner’ said 
there was little provocation for his 
act, as he was apparently in no 
danger, and he exhibited poor judg- 
ment in shooting in a public street. 
Miss Krouse recovered.
